S t's always most difficult to ask the first question. Yea, it would definitely be easier, but unfortunately our beery 

I won't be original as I want to query you about the voices and unborn love for tattoos determined our future as 

beginning of Gtos Prawdy (The Voice of Truth). a rock band. 

When did it all begin? 

Your first CD was recorded a long time ago. How do you 
judge it today? Would you change anything if you had 
a chance? 

We've recorded this CD more than three years ago and we had 
no studio experience then. So we think that it was quite good for 
a debut. What would we change? Definitely the cover as it was 
worth a shit. 

Your second CD was also recorded some time ago but 
only just released. What caused the delay? 

The editor had some other CDs to release before ours and that's 
why it took a few months longer than expected but on the other 
hand thanks to the delay CD&MC were released at the same time. 

Knowing that you're developing all the time your music 
must have already changed a bit since the recording of 
your last CD. What will Gtos Prawdy surprise us with on 
your next CD and when are you going to record it? 

Some time has passed since the recording of Wobjeciach sys- 
temu (In embrace of the system) and we are still trying to play 
something new and different. We don't have any favorite musical 
genre, we love to surprise our listeners. There is no 
certain date for the release of our third CD, we're 
looking for an editor interested in our music... 


Nowadays most of the bands decide to use 
drums machine due to lack of drummer or mo¬ 
ney shortages. You strongly oppose such 
option! Why? 

Because in our opinion it is a deception of the fans. We 
understand that it's very hard to find a good drummer 
and also drums cost a lot, but using a drum machine is 
a pushover. You feel lack of authenticity in the music, 
also happens very often that people who record 
drums have no idea about playing itself and the outco¬ 
me is terrible - as if a drummer played, who had two 
pairs of hands and legs or even more! 


Gtos Prawdy was founded 1998 in L§bork. The line-up remains 
the same since the very beginning namely: Radek- vocal, Wiesiek 
- guitar, Kuba - bass, Marcin - drums. 

Well, well stable line-up throughout so many years! I must 
congratulate you, only a few bands are able to boast abo¬ 
ut it. I guess it testifies your strong belief that what you're 
doing is right. But weren't there any moments that you 
were fed up with the band and wanted to "send it to hell"? 

Well we've faced and still face some problems with a practice 
room or with instruments but as you already said we strongly 
believe in what we are doing and our band is most important for 
us. We had one pause when our guitarist was called to serve in 
the army. But he missed us so much that he decided to shorten 
his military service on his own. This also caused some problems 
but we've managed to overcome them and still play for you! 


And hopefully for many more years! Why had you chosen 
rock music? Wasn't it easier to establish a boysband? 


The expression "Gtos Prawdy" 
ciated with the catholic religion, 
one of the reasons for choosing 
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Fuck! Gios Prawdy is not a band which preaches any religion! Our religion is our private 
matter. Faith is a personal choice of every person and we do not interfere with it. 

We observe nowadays, especially in the radical part of the nationalist move¬ 
ment, rejection of Christianity and turning to atheism or Pagan beliefs. Should 
faith create divisions in our movement? 

There are too many stupid divisions in our movement already so further religious divisions 
don't make any sense. We should unite in fighting the system! 

It is known that Poland voted for joining the European Union. How do you feel 
about it and how do you see the future of our country in EU structures? 

Well, the pro-EU propaganda which we encountered during the last few years differed in 
no way from the Bolshevik methods of brainwashing and influencing man's outlook. We 
face the consequences now - people voted for joining the EU as the only hope for overco¬ 
ming the raging poverty. But if they think that better times are going to come for the average 
Pole they’re very wrong. None of these. Most of the European countries face financial 
problems already, unemployment is also a plague in the west, so we shouldn't expect 
anything positive from the EU. We must organize, create a background of people capable 
of gaining the power in the future. 

You must have had some contacts with people for whom cooperation with 
Germans, Ukrainians or Russians even for the White Man's sake is almost 
unthinkable. Is that kind of chauvinism a good attitude? It is known that our 
Nation suffered a lot from it's neighbors but also we were not always only the 
victims. Shouldn't we work together to prevent such situations from happe¬ 
ning again? 

We must cooperate with every European nation because unity is strength. But the true 
cooperation needs good willingness on all involved sides, all European nations must leave 
hatred behind. I think that Poles are capable of cooperation with every European nation but 
the question is if other nations (e.g. Germans) are willing to cooperate with us. 

White Man makes only about 10% of world's population but does nothing to 
improve this situation. Even lot of us, conscious people, decide to have only 
one child. We excuse ourselves with the harsh economic conditions etc., that is 
all true, but if we won't care for the increase of the White population then who 
does? Is it worth to have three children against all odds? 

Of course! We must secure the future of our Nation, our Race... and who shall do it if not 
WE, the proudest of the White People!!! The number of our Race is a major problem indeed. 
Europe has become a multiracial mixture, nations are losing their homogeneousness due to 
the continuous flow of the colored, distinct examples - France, Holland, Germany. So if we 
consider ourselves as people fighting for 14 Words we must take care of the next genera¬ 
tion. 

Abortion... a burning problem. It's forbidden by Polish law but does it mean that 
it's not being commenced? What's your opinion? 

As you have already said White Man makes only about 10% of world's population so if we 
care for the survival of our Race we mustn't kill our children! It's good that unlike other EU 
countries abortion is forbidden in Poland. But I'm afraid it won't be criminalized for long 
because we will have to conform to those so-called "EU-standards". 

In one of your previous answers you've mentioned propaganda, which is con¬ 
nected with brainwashing. Do you think that such solutions like replacement of 
schools (concerned as a starting point for brainwashing) with home education 
by parents would have a chance of success in Poland and shall bring good 
results in the future? 

It's very hard to answer this question explicitly. I think that this problem touches a lot wider 
area than the primary school. The same happens at high schools and especially at the 
universities, where such courses and subjects like EU Law, or International Affairs are 
being introduced. In order to pass an exam you have to learn all their lies, read a lot of books 









Your second CD differs from the debut one. Mu¬ 
sic is more developed, diverse and mature. You change 
rhythm, even keyboard is being used and creates 
a specific climate e.g. song Najwyzszy czas (The Highest 
time). But unfortunately in song Jedwabne the backing 
vocal had been chosen badly... its definitely too weak, 
in my opinion it spoils the whole song. Well it's of course 
only my opinion... 


Yes, our second CD departs from the second one, and surely has 
a climate. So far we gather positive opinions about In embrace of 
the system , and Jedwabne is one of the best songs in our fans' 
opinion. 


Well de gustibus non est disputandum (we shall not ar¬ 
gue about the preferences) For me the ballads and "calm" 
songs were great e.g. Sztandar wroga (Banner of the ene¬ 
my), Najwyzszy czas (The Highest time) and even more 
lively Zycie dla idei (Life for the Idea). Maybe you will re¬ 
cord a whole CD with such songs? 


We might record such CD in future, but we don't have such plans 
for today. 


This CD brings us another surprise... you've sung two 
tracks Opor (Resistance) and Nie dla mnie (Not for me) in 
English. What was your impression after hearing these 
tracks? 


I knew you would ask me about this! I never felt fluent in English 
and still don't but firstly I wanted to try how it's going to work and 
the editor asked us to sing a song in English and we agreed. The 
outcome is just as it is, I'll try to screw the language up less next 
time. 

It shall be great, there is no other possibility. I've heard 
just recently that you're going to record one song for 
a compilation for the Strong Survive. Is this track already 
prepared? 

As a matter of fact yes, this song is already prepared. We have 
only to enter the studio and record it. 

Next matter - BM music. It turned out that there are also 
true patriots on BM scene but not all from the Skinhead 
scene believe in sincereness of such declarations. 
What's your opinion on patriotic BM? 

We respect all patriotic bands, not only from our scene but also BM 
hordes. We don't care for music styles but for the content of the 
song. We have some great BM hordes in Poland - e.g. Casus Belli 
- superb. 

We search for different ways of reaching people with our 
ideas, some of them are quite controversial. I mean for 
example WP RAP or WP Dance maybe even Hip Hop. Does it 
make any sense? 

Everything has sense if deeply pondered. Although we don't listen 
to such music personally, we think that every form of promoting 
our ideas has sense. 

We have band Battlefield with the female vocalist in Po¬ 
land. Do you think that our domestic project has any chan¬ 
ce in confrontation with for example Saga? 

I think it's possible but the language could be an obstacle. If the CD 
had been sung in English Saga would have got a strong rival. 

I think that our readers have already learnt a lot about Gfos 
Prawdy. Your last words...

praising the EU. The whole educational system in Poland 
concentrates on brainwashing. The only chance for the 
future generations is to tell the truth straight into 
the eyes of those who had sold our Fatherland and 
voted for the EU. 


Let's finish with the serious questions and con¬ 
centrate on music. I remember you had once 
a plan to record a split with one French band. 
As far as I'm aware it didn't turn out? Has the 
project been rejected? 


It's true that we have had plans to record a split with 
a French band but we didn't succeed. We have been 
thinking about recording a split with a band much more 
known in Poland, but we've encountered a problem with 
finding the editor likely to invest in such a project. 
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On Friday evening we started our journey from 
the western shores of the European mainland to the cold 
north-eastern shores of the Baltic. We started with missing 
our international train from Amsterdam, so the trip lasted 22 
hours instead of 16. It was snowing in Gdansk when we 
arrived at the hotel where the gig was held and we were 
greeted by the security and the organisers. The stage looked 
pretty low and not much space but it proved to be one hell of 
a place to play. Around 21.00 o’clock the amps were brought 
in and the already fired up crowd, about 250, started moving 
up front. 

First on were England’s Whitelaw. Bennie and 
the guys gave us a great set with new material from their 
latest release, their older work and a few covers. The crowd 
were dancing like madmen already and Whitelaw's drummer 
was twice thrown back from his drumkit. Whitelaw ended 
with Combat 84's Rapist where everybody joined in. 

Next up were Brigade M from The Netherlands and 
after they'd dedicated Red flags are burning to Ian Stuart 
(in Polish) the crowd went wild. Brigade M had some problems 
with one of the guitar amps and the crowd were dancing the 
guitarists to the back of the stage but all went well. During 
their medley of Metallica's Seek and Destroy, No Remorses' 
See you in Valhalla and BfG's D.M.D.P the place erupted 
and everybody tried to join in at the single microphone. 
Brigade M ended with White Power and were called back for 
an encore of the Skrewdriver classic. 

After a short break a local band from Gdansk took the 
stage, Wolne Miasto Gdansk, in English: Free Gdansk City. 
They'd brought their homecrowd of skins, hooligans and 
nationalists and once again the place went berserk when 
they played their songs and some good covers. I'd never 
heard of the band before, but their fast Oil-sound was pretty 
impressive. 

At 01.30 the headliner came on, Polish gods of thunder 
Honor. They took their time with the equipment, but once they 
started there was no stopping them or the crowd. Everybody, 


Polish, Ukrainian, Russian, Swedish or comrades from 
elsewhere, just everybody seemed to know their songs and 
lyrics and the pit erupted. These guys are fucking great. 
Superb guitarplay, massive double bassdrum and a strong 
vocalist. If these guys had come from Western-Europe or 
the States they would have been one of the biggest bands. 
Honor played a very strong set with a lot of songs from their 
latest CD and when they had finished they had to do some 
more songs. 

At 3 o'clock the thing finally came to an end with 
bands and audience exhausted, the beer nearly finished and 
apart from two minor incidents it was an excellent gig. 
We partied with Whitelaw and the organisers till 5 o'clock and 
then were driven to the station. All went well till we missed 
connection in Szczecin due to misunderstanding the Polish 
signs. Then we passed the Polish-German border one train 
later. Two members of Brigade M were first taken from 
the train to pay taxes over their CD's and two hours later 
arrested on charges of having forbidden symbols in their 
possession. They were held till 3 o'clock in the morning when 
they were kicked out of the German police station only to find 
that it was still snowing and freezing and the nearest train 
station was 20 km away. 

Well, everybody made it home and by Monday afternoon all of 
the 7 travellers to Poland had made it. 

We like to thank the organisers, the other bands and 
especially the security and the audience. Hail Ian Stuart, Hail 
Polish Nationalists, Skinheads and Hooligans and Hail 
the international White Brotherhood. 14!

Chile is a rather exotic country for Poles, could you tell us 
something about the economic and social situation in 
your country? 

The current economic situation in Chile is stable and prosperous 
compared to the other south American countries due to 
the measures and continuation of general Pinochet’s economy. 
On the other hand the Jews don't want to destroy it yet, because 
they are buying half of our nation in the south, near Antarctica. 
A lot of Jewish capital has entered the region, so they can build 
the new Israel on our soil, so the situation its very dark in that 
aspect, the government is rule by technocrats, also the left wing, 
who is also powerful is making a big deal about human rights and 
all of those old stories about our armed forces violating the reds' 
human rights like 30 years ago. 

On the social topic, the people are very stupid, but you can still 
talk politics, so it's not bad. Our concern is the racial aspect; this 
nation was founded by white European men, and now we have 
to pay to the Indians who were here before the Spaniards big 
amounts of money because they claim ancestral rights over lands, 
this lands belong to European folk who arrived long time ago, 
who became Chileans, and now the Indians with the help of 
organizations from abroad are making a big controversy, and the 
Zionists from here just love it, but some people are waking up to 
this but it's always a minority. 


Lets talk about your band. How did it happen that you 
released your demo as also a split CD Bajo el signo de la 
Odal with the Spanish band Odal? 

We recorded in our beginnings as a band in the year 1999 a demo 
Dagas Triunfantes , it was a six song demo, then the label 
Promociones 88 selected five songs that appeared in the split CD 
Bajo el signo de la Odal with Odal, a band from Spain. 

Does your language differ from Spanish after so many 
years? 

It's very different, and it's a shame when you start losing your 
language for some new forms for people who don't want to talk 
properly and like to communicate like primates; you must remember 
that we are living a globalisation era, where they want to destroy 
the elemental things like races, languages, customs, etc. 

The song Presente, futuro y final appeared on your split 
CD. You put it also on your first CD Nuevos Guerreros but 
in completely different version. Why did you decide to 
change it and record this song once more? 

The Presente Futuro y Final lyrics are pretty good because we 
thought that a song with such representative lyrics deserved to 
go with better music, and like, this is a song from our beginnings, 
when, technically speaking, we weren't good musicians, so we 
decided to change the music to show our musical evolution. 



Odal Sieg has already recorded two materials and now 
you are recording third one. It will be a split CD with 
Vinland Warriors, won't it? 


Yes, right now we're recording five new songs for a new split 
CD, this time with the Canadian band Vinland Warriors. News is 
that we intend to record one song in English. 


I have heard that there will be two songs in English. What 
influenced the change of those plans? Why do you want 
sing in English? 


It's true that in our next release we will have some songs in 
English, but we will keep singing in Spanish. We would like to do 
songs in English because there are a lot of people from Europe, 
USA and Australia who enjoy our music but at the same time 
complain that they don't understand a word we sing, and to us 
the lyrics are very important since we are a band that seeks to 
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send a message in every song, and we think that the vast 
amount of people understand our lyrics better. 

After listening to your two materials it is seen that 
your music is harder and harder. Will your third CD 
show us death metal band - Odal Sieg? 

From long time ago we wanted to play heavy stuff, because 
we are metal fans, and we try to combine it with the typical 
RAC sound. This third work will follow the same style, we are 
a band that have evolved a lot technically talking, and with this 
next release we will be closer to what we always wanted, 
that is to achieve a powerful and aggressive sound. 

Your lyrics are very radical, have you got any problems 
with law because of it? 

Here in Chile we haven't had much problems with the law system 
because of our music, but zog is always on the hunt everyday, 
because our ideas and behaviour are condemned by the decadent 
system and the media. 

Are white people a majority in Chile? 

It's sad, but we are not a majority. Chile is a country where many 
sons of Europe found their home, there are many sons of 
conquerors, also live here a great number of German immigrants, 
but the great number of our white people is of Celtiberian descent. 
There are no niggers in Chile, but there are many Indians and 
mixtures, but the demographical proportion is much smaller 
compared with the other countries of South America. 

I'm wondering if our Polish WP scene is known in your 
country? 

Of course, we enjoy a lot the polish black metal bands, Graveland 
and Veles, also the RAC bands Konkwista88, Honor, Defensor 
14, Ekspansja. We think that in Poland is a great WP scene, from 
here we hail you and we send our best wishes to all the Polish 
comrades. 

What was the first band hailing from Poland you have 
heard about? 

The first Polish band we knew, few years ago, I think 1997, was 
Konkwista88. 

Are many Polish immigrants in Chile? Do you know any? 

We know there are some polish immigrants in the south of Chile, 
but here in our city Santiago, we haven't had the chance to meet 
anyone. 

Skinhead and Black Metal scenes are cooperating in 
Europe since some time. Is the same situation in your 
country? 

Right now, black metal scene hasn't been around for long time 
and is kind of new here, but we're looking forward to work 
together in some projects. 

Your first record, Nuevos Guerreros was released by Pit 
records. Are you satisfied with this label? Are you going 
to record your split CD with Vinland Warriors for them 
too? 

Yes, we were very satisfied with Pit Records they trusted in us 
and had no problems with our direct and radical lyrics. Now, our 



split CD with Vinland Warriors will be produced by another label: 
Streetfighting Records. 

What WP organizations exist in Chile? I have heard about 
Blood & Honour. 

In this moment the only serious organization would be B&H 
Southland, from which, we're active members. 

As far I know the members of your band were in 
Hermandad Triskell. What happened to that organization? 

Hermandad Triskell (Triskell Brotherhood) was a project we were 
supposed to work together with comrades from Argentina, Brazil 
and Chile, sadly Brazil wasn't up to our expectations and we 
decided to go on with comrades from Argentina and Chile, that's 
why we created B&H Southland. 


Are there any serious acting groups of WP Skinheads in 
Argentina, Brazil, Colombia or Uruguay? Do you cooperate 
with them? 


There are a lot of good comrades in Argentina, and we're working 
in several projects together, in Brazil we know some serious WP 
groups, with which ones we hope to do something in the future, 
we don't have good relations because there are a lot of mongrels 
trying to be NS, and that's an aberration to us and in Uruguay, due 
to police pressure, the scene is almost none. 


Musicians of Odal Sieg are implicated in the project Arma 
Blanca too. Tell us about that band? 


Yes. Some members from Odal Sieg have a death metal with 
extreme lyrics side project called Arma 
Blanca, we haven't recorded anything 
yet but we're waiting an interested 
label supporting us to release a CD 
We're waiting for some news 
about it! 

Thank you for your 
answers, it is everything 
from our side. If you want 
to add something here 
that's the right moment.

I find it hard to 
believe that he was a poof the whole time in the Skinhead scene -1 believe 
he was originally a good man who was slowly dragged down by the sick 
we live in and in the end became a casualty of the system he fought 
so hard against for the majority of his life. But really, how do you get inside 
the head of a poof and understand why they take the depraved path to self- 
destruction? We can only speculate what really happened with him.

The same situation repeats itself with Legion < 
belong to the veterans of the scene , so probably that's why they've c 
the questions Tomek. 


ooking at your pictures I recognize some well known fa- 
_^Kces in Skinheads circles. Could you explain to us what 
bands/activities have the members of LOSG been invo¬ 
lved in before? 


Rob our drummer was in No Remorse- the original with Paul Burnley - Public 
Enemy and also helps Rage'n'Fury. Gary our bassist also plays for Warlord. 
Charlie our previous guitarist was lead singer for Another Mans Poison and 
has now a new band called Pure Blood. While Ian our lead guitarist was 
having a break, we have been playing live with Graham from Avalon and 
Spearhead fame, and now Pure Blood. We have all been involved in many 
activities! 


Your sound is very traditional and deeply embedded in Skinhead 
roots (and that is the right way!) What are your views towards 
today's Biohazard-like pseudo-RAC pox? 


1 have not heard Biohazard or any of the so-called NS metal bands (if that is 
what they are) that seems to be becoming very large in Europe. If it is 
preaching the right values and ideals, then it is fine by me. I do not agree 
with all the satanic crap which accompanies some of these bands though, 
particularly in relation to the 14 words. I cannot really see old school Skinhe¬ 
ads taking to it and it is not my kind of music - but to each his own. 


Did you know personally know "the Action Man of the 80's" Nicky 
Crane? Was he really such a dangerous bloke as media used to 
describe him? Did London Skinheads know about his homosexu¬ 
ality or was it kept in secret? What are your opinions about him in 
general? 

I did know Nicky Crane, not that well, but he was always at political activi¬ 
ties, gigs and often at pubs we used to drink at. He was Ian Stuart's best 
friend /comrade for many years and he could certainly have a good row 
and you don't gain a reputation for being a "hard man" in London and keep 
it for many years unless you have something to back that up with. 
Rumours did begin surfacing about his homosexuality in Skinhead circles 
but we all just thought Ian Stuart would not hang around With, or let a poof 
attend our functions, so obviously he was not aware either of Crane tur¬ 
ning to this deviant lifestyle. The reds are always putting rumours like these 
about our people into circulation, so many thought it was just more left wing 
shit, designed to cause friction in our ranks. 
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Does it annoy you the phoney Cockney accent imitating by 
wimpy PC pseudo-Oi! bands or even by mainstream mid¬ 
dle-class pop stars (for example Prodigy)? 

In England people who try to imitate the London accent are called 
"mockneys" and many do it - it's their problem not mine. To be 
correct though, cockneys come from one part of London in the 
East End. Being a West London boy I’m not a Cockney either, I just 
have a London accent, but Cockney slang (because Cockney is 
a "slang" language of its own) is widely used by people all over 
the London area, hence our use of the rhyming slang In our every¬ 
day language and songs. 

Everyone should be proud of there individual roots, we all have 
good and bad things about our heritage, histories and national 
traits, things to be shown not hidden behind facades. Imitating 
an accent is a bit sad to say the least. 

Are you still in touch with the former Oi! stars like Garry 
Hodges, Roi Pearce, Hoxton Tom, Craig St Leon, Chubby 
Chris, Colin McFaull and others? Where are they now? 

I am in touch with none of the above but I saw Roi Pearce recently 
at a Warriors concert. We were there to see Retaliator, and to tell 
the truth he looked a real state with hair down to his arse, 
but maybe he was just having a bad hair day! 

I read recently that he was going to do some live gigs with the 
original Last Resort line up as well, which I'd probably go to. 

A few of my friends are still in contact with Chubby Chris, 
but I never knew him to speak to, he lives abroad now, the others 
I just couldn't say. 

The band is very friendly with many very well known Oi! bands 
and faces, but it is better for them not to be publicly associated 
with us - they are friends, they do their job in their own way and 
we do ours, no problem.

He still attended Skrew- 
driver concerts even though he had left the band. He was into 
bikes and always travelled to the gigs on a chopper so I assume 
he is still around in the biker scene.. 

Could you explain to us the only British-existing pheno¬ 
menon - the football casual scene? What are the connec¬ 
tions of casuals with Skinhead/Oif/RAC fraternity? 

As you know at one time Skinheads ruled the terraces, and were 
involved in football violence all over the country. As the police 
cracked down on football hooligans, many Skinheads turned to 
the casual style in order to blend in more with the general ilblicj 


designated places for fights. Large numbers can gather and raise 
little suspicion. 

As most football hooligans/casuals have Skinhead origins many 
still attend concerts and follow the music, they are also very acti¬ 
ve in the right wing parties and demonstrations so we all come 
together there as well. There is no real rivalry between the two 
cults/styles and some Skinhead bands have casual members and 
vice-versa. 

Is Combat18 still active in Britain? What is the background 
of the open conflict between Cl8 and B&H? 

I think, and this is my personal view, that Cl 8 ceased in any large 
organized manner of note 4/5 years ago - it certainly has not been 
very active in any organised way in London or the South of En¬ 
gland for many years. I read recently in an interview by Razors 
Edge that it was now only active in the North of England with 
football supporters. 

After the famous incident when Cl 8 sent numerous high profile 
members of Blood & Honour and the British Movement letter bombs, 
it also became involved in feuds with virtually every other right 
wing group in Britain and then leader after leader was exposed as 
Government agents or working with Searchlight (a Jewish run 
organization, who exist purely to thwart the growth of the right 
wing). So the name slowly lost a lot of credibility and support 
dwindled. 

The background between B&H /Cl 8; eight years ago B&H split into 
two factions, Blood & Honour and Rock Against Communism 
(R.A.C), at this time B&H worked with Cl8 as well as all the other 
major right wing parties in Great Britain, and it must be said they 
made a large contribution to the work of B&H. R.A.C split from B&H 
because they said Cl8 was a Government run group heavily 
infiltrated by the security services, both groups continued with 
events, then the leader of Cl8 was exposed as working for 
the Government during an internal feud court case concerning 
the tragic murder of Chris Castle. 

A short time after, a meeting was then held with R.A.C and 
the B&H leadership voted to 
re unify with them, under 
the B&H banner once aga¬ 
in, as most felt the go¬ 
vernment presence in 
C18 had now 
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been removed (it hadn’t!). The only group 
who did not want reunification was Cl8, 
but they were outvoted and the two le¬ 
aders of Cl8 present declared Cl8 would 
leave B&H. It was on an amicable basis at 
the time, Cl 8 declared they could not and 
would not work with some members of 
RAC. 

A massive unity gig was held by B&H and 
RAC. and all came together for the Ian 
Stuart Memorial 6 years ago. Cl8 also con¬ 
tinued holding concerts under their name 
but after twelve months their crowds had 
dwindled to very very small turn outs with 
foreign comrades from Scandinavia and 
Germany outnumbering British. One of the 
leaders of Cl 8 relaunched their group as 
BH Cl8, and with it merchandise and a web 
site, all of which suddenly threw confu¬ 
sion all around the world to who was B&H 
- a move at the time many suspected the 
Government/dirty tricks brigade were be¬ 
hind, and were to be proved right! As one 
of the main players behind this action, Dar¬ 
ren Wells/McAllister, was accused by the 
British National Party of working for the Go¬ 
vernment, which he was then forced to 
admit was true. He had been an agent pro¬ 
vocateur for the past six years! There is 
more to it, but that's it basically. But it is all 
over now and all that remains is a website 
using that name. 

Sadly this whole sorry episode, threw not 
only Britain but in some cases the interna¬ 
tional scene into chaos, putting our 
,, cause back as the New World 

Order intended. Things are 90% 


Government dirty tricks are slowly coming 
back together again. 

Now is the time to pass on to more 
serious matters. I really admire the 
heroic struggle of British loyalists for 
Britishness of Ulster. Those brave 
men and women have everyone aga¬ 
inst them: the PC media, their own 
government, Joe Public, lefty intellec¬ 
tuals and of course the IRA and their 
henchmen. What is the current situ¬ 
ation in Ulster? Is not there struggle 
hopeless? 

The people of Ulster are an inspiration, they 
should be a role model for all in our scene. 
A community totally surrounded and under 
attack from every quarter, yet they stick 
together and fight and fight back. When the 
I.R.A. kept killing their people they declared 
they would kill three Provo's for every Pro¬ 
testant killed and for one year they did this 
until the IRA turned their attention to the 
security forces that are bound by rules - 
a good example of the Loyalist community 
meeting every challenge and overcoming. 
The current British Government is using 
every means possible to kill off the brave 
people of Ulster, and the so-called "Peace 
Process" has let the Sinn Fein/I.R.A conti¬ 
nue its murderous activities while sitting in 
Government! Our Prime Mi¬ 
nister turns a blind eye to 
scandal after scandal 
while the Protestants 
are systematically 
ethnically cleansed 
from Ulster. 

Is the struggle ho¬ 
peless? I hope 
not. All I do know 
is the brave pe¬ 
ople of Ulster 
will certainly 
not lay 


down and die, they will fight tilt victory or 
death. 


What is the role of the famous John¬ 
ny "the Mad Dog" Adair in the Loyalist 
Movement? Is it true that he is a for¬ 
mer Skinhead - the vocalist of the Of¬ 
fensive Weapon - one of the first Bri¬ 
tish RAC groups? 


Johnny Adair was a former commanding 
officer of the Ulster Freedom Fighters (UFF), 
Adair's notorious Shankill Road C company 
killed dozens of Catholics in the late 80s 
and early 90s.He was convicted in 1995 
and sentenced to 16 years imprisonment 
after admitting he had been a UFF com¬ 
mander for three years up to 1994, he 
was freed from Maghaberry jail near Lis¬ 
burn, Co Antrim, under the terms of the 
Good Friday Agreement . Adair was rele¬ 
ased early from an original 16-year sen¬ 
tence for directing terrorism. 

In the early 1980's both Sam'Skelly’ McCro- 
ry and Johnny Adair played in the Belfast 
WP Skinhead band called Offensive We¬ 
apon. The band also played a few gigs in 
mainland Britain. Sam McCrary has "White 
Power" and "Skins" tattoos on his hand. 
The 30 to 40 Skinheads, who formed the 
core of the National Front branch in Belfast 
along with Offensive Weapon, became the 
cadre of Johnny Adair's C company UFF- 
the assassination arm of the Ulster Defen¬ 
ce Association. 

Both Johnny Adair and Sam McCrory be¬ 
long to the old Shankill Skinhead al- 
terkampfen (old comrades). 


What Loyalist Organization is the clo¬ 
sest to your views? 

Could you introduce the Polish re¬ 
aders into the world (or the under¬ 
world) of Loyalism (I am a little bit 
confused of so many Loyalist Groups: 
UVF, UDA, UFF etc.)? What are the links 
between Loyalism and NS? 


What is the background of the Tro- 
s and the overt conflict between 
lies and Protestants In Ulster? 


LSG support the Loyalist cause and their 
fight for survival, we support anyone who 
fights this just cause, and have friends and 
comrades from the many different Ulster 
groupings. We all support the British Ulster 
Alliance on the mainland. 

The Loyalist groups or para-militaries con¬ 
trol and defend different areas of Ulster, 
the two main Loyalist groups are the U.V.F. 
the Ulster Volunteer Force and U.D.A. which 
is the Ulster Defence Force. The U.D.A. 
was a legal group until a few years back, 
so it used the cover name Ulster Freedom 
Fighters for its paramilitary wing. 

A third grouping the Loyalist Volunteer For¬ 
ce, is also active but on a smaller scale. 
There is no link between Loyalism and NS, 
some Loyalists may be NS, but to be truth- 
some are also on the left of the political 
spectrum, all are Nationalists though. 
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question? What do you think about the 
Irish People generally? 

The Ulster troubles are of a historical natu¬ 
re, going back hundreds of years, and far 
too complex for me to even try and explain 
in short, it would also be very disrespect¬ 
ful of me. 

I have many Irish friends and comrades 
involved in our struggle for Europe, they 
are great people, whom I am very lucky to 
count as friends, but it is known on the 
Ulster issue we will never agree. 

What are your opinions on the so cal¬ 
led White Unity? As time has been 
showing it has not been working cor¬ 
rectly and even in the WP Skinhead 
Scene there are tensions between 
different nationalities (i.e. the British 
vs. the Irish, Germans vs. Poles, Finns 
vs. Russians and so on). 

We are a very strong willed movement, we 
all have to be to survive. Nationalist diffe¬ 
rences and historical feuds will always be 
there, sad but true, but it is also a reason 
why we are so strong and will not be put 
off our objectives. 

it would be better if all could leave their 
differences at the door at concerts, as most 
do at gigs like the ISD Memorial in Britain, 
and on the whole I don't think we're doing 
too badly, the cross country co operation 
is definately getting better. 

Does it not make you laugh about all 
the fuss with the so-called "Ameri¬ 
ca's War on Terrorism" whilst the U.S. 
of A. are the most dangerous terro¬ 
rist state in itself which implements 
the New World Order and enforces 
their "way of life" all over the world? 
In the same time the stream of dol¬ 
lars has still been flowing to terrorist 
enterprises like Israel and the IRA. 

The United States is currently the big boy 
on the world block, and can and is doing 
exactly what they want. Hypocrisy and 
double standards are becoming common 
place with American world policy, but eve¬ 
ry dog has its day and global demonstra¬ 
tions and world opinion is gathering aga¬ 
inst the New World Order. No bully lasts 
forever.

The Crucified Skin was by the same artist 
who did the United Skins artwork, Last 
Resort shop and Skrewdriver artwork. The 
Last Resort was a Skinhead shop in Lon¬ 
don's East End - every weekend hundreds 
of Skinheads would hang around the shop 
and use the pubs in the area. Ian Stuart 
was always there and the Last Resort was 
the only shop you could get Skrewdriver 
records from at the time apart from Natio¬ 
nal Front meetings. It was a right wing shop, 
but remember the 01! crowd in Britain is 
and was right wing. 

The left wing fools who have just tried to 
take our symbols and re-write our history 
are just mugs. It is, was, and always will 
be a right wing symbol just as Skinhead is. 
That's just the way it is.

Most of you have probably already came across "Nordic Front ■ Gniew Ulicy (The Storm 
of the North)" book. I'm sure that you would like to read an interview with its author. Are you 
interested in finding out if a sequel of the book is going to be published? I invite you to read 
this interview - there's also going to be some information about it. 


John, could you tell us something more about yourself? 

Sure. I live in the Upper Midwest, somewhere close to Milwaukee. 
I've been active in radical politics for several years now. While 
I have changed quite a bit since I started out, and made lots of 
mistakes on the way... well, Pm still at it, aren't I? I guess I would 
best be defined today as a Christian Nationalist, in that order. Lots 
of people who read this magazine would probably not get along 
with me for these reasons... and too bad for them! On a side note, 
before I go any farther with this interview, I would like to stress to 
everyone here that I am not a Skinhead, and that I don't represent 
anyone but myself. You are forewarned. 

Thank you. I think everything is clear now. Who doesn't 
like you and your work because you are Christian Nationa¬ 
list can turn theses pages. But Pm warning now - it would 
be stupid decision. Lets return to our questions. Your 
book Nordic Front-Glos Ulicy has been published in Po¬ 
land yet. Is this book your debut one? 


I thought that there was an interest in reading about WP Skinheads 
and having it from "our" perspective, it turned out that the winter 
that movie came out I had some time to kill, so I popped off 
the whole thing in the course of about 10 weeks. It took several 
years for the book to reach the point where it was printed, but the 
foundations of it were laid when I was right out of High School. 

NF is a novel about WP Skinheads, when did you meet this 
subculture for the first time? 

Urn, it had to be when I was about 15 or so... I had gotten into racial 
politics around then, but like every other kid interested in this stuff 
I wasn’t content with just reading literature and meeting a few 
people... I wanted to meet Skinheads and hang out, etc... the first 
real Skinhead I met actually went to my High School; this was in 
a rural area so it was kind of a surprise to me. It turned out that he 
was a real loser, but I got some music and he pointed me to some 
others in the area. Eventually I met up with the locals, and one thing 
led to another. 



Yes it was - and from the looks of it, it may be my last. Seriously 
though, this book was my first attempt at writing a larger piece of 
fiction, and I had only really started writing anything outside of 
school for only a few years... I probably started writing articles for 
WP mags when I was 16, and I was 19 when I wrote the rough 
draft of Nordic Front. I think that the book shows this, you can tell

What was your first impression about them ?

I think the same when I look back on my early years 
in Skinhead movement.. It could have been worse.

Do you think your book can get more young people in the 
Skinhead movement in the USA and other countries? 

Not really... this book wasn’t meant to be a recruiting tool for any¬ 
one, even when I was still believing in a "movement" of sorts.

Do you have any advice for young nationalist who are new 
in our movement? 



I certainly do, though I am hardly a wise old scholar on top of the 
mountain. My biggest piece of advice: It's very easy to get caught 
up in the excitement of everything the Skinhead/NS/Nationalist 
world has to offer. It's very easy when you are in your late teens 
to think that the scene or the movement is something that you are 
going to do forever, and that you have to follow this strict guideline 
of how you are going to live your life. Remember that there are 
things more important than your friends, your music, your clothes 
or your politics. Don't burn bridges with jobs, family and yourself 
just to make you feel more secure with what you think is important 
right now. You'll end up a very disappointed person if you do. 
The last thing I would have to say is this: We all make mistakes. 
I'm pretty fucking young as it is, but I still have a long list of stuff 
I wish I could go back and change. Just remember not to put all the 
blame on that you're a Skinhead, or you have extreme politics... 
you'll be avoiding the real issues you have to work with. 

Get over your poor choices and move on.

I don't care what anyone says, with a few exceptions (such as 
most Skinhead girls aren't that good-looking as those actors) that 
could be the story of alot of American crews. 


When I was watching the moment of killing the black on 
the curb (American History X) I was a little disgusted. Who 
thought up that scene and for what? To show WP Skinhe¬ 
ads as totally cruel, sadistic beasts? 


I don’t think too many people walked away from that scene without 
thinking that it was a little extreme. But at the same time, it isn’t hard 
to imagine that there are some psychotic Skinheads out there that 
would do that. A couple of years back a New York cop sodomized 
a Haitian immigrant with a plunger in an interrogation room. About 
a year later someone showed me a photo of a New York-area 
Skinhead who had a tattoo of two crossed plungers on his arm. 
To be honest, a large amount of Skinheads and others who attach 
themselves to the subculture would not be welcome at my house 
- in fact, some I would bar from my door with a shotgun if I had to. 
But for every sadistic loser there is someone who means well and 
is a good person.

As my interest 
in Skinhead music starts to dwindle and my belief system has 
shifted to being less in step with the rest of Resistance, I have 
spent more energy trying to produce more original work than just 
being content with stuffing the magazine with the same boring old 
shit. I am not saying that all WP mags suck. There are a few good 
ones and a few that could be good with some changes... but there 
are lots of them that just plain suck. 


Thank you for your honest answers and wish you luck in 
your work.

I also know that you're helping with another significant 
enterprise - Panzerfaust Records. What is your role the¬ 
re? 


My main contribution to Panzerfaust Records was giving the excu¬ 
se to start up the book section, and I was also a full-time employee 
for about two years. Originally we - or I - planned on having a far 
larger publishing arm. But the world of short-run publications is not 
easy, and going back to college has kept me involved with other 
things. So far we plan on repressing Nordic Front and then rele¬ 
asing a handbook sometime next year. Keen observers will note 
that I've been talking about this handbook for three years. Well, 
slow and steady wins the race. 












I really like Czech bands and I'm very pleased that they continue to play despite the 
authorities' repressions. Conflict Eighty Eight belongs to the very spearhead of the Czech 
groups and so it's high time to introduce them to our readers. 



I've heard about band called Conflict Eighty Eight this year 
because of CD Hra Nekonci. I was reclly surprised because 
it isn't your first CD. Tell us something more about 
the activity of Conflict before releasing Hra Nekonci. 


On your first CD is the song about pornography. What is 
j your opinion about call-girls agencies and other such pla- 
j ces? 

We think that naked female body is beautiful, but pornography and 
i prostitution is a shame of woman, often combine with criminals.

We are preparing songs for new CD now, 
we probably finish it in the autumn.

Yes, we heard about it, it is great argument 
about Polish-Czech friendship.

I have never heard your first MC Bran 
se! - tell us more about this tape. 

Bran se! was recorded in 1996 as usual by 
our own edition. There is ten songs with 
radical lyrics and loud sound. This tape is 
finally sold-out. 

Did you release any song from that 
tape on your CDs? 

We never released old songs on CDs, may¬ 
be in the future... 

How many times did your line-up chan¬ 
ge? 

There was many changes in our line-up. 
The only original member of band is our lead- 
guitarist. The last change was after a short 
pause in 99', when came to band second 
guitarist and new bassist. We have female 
vocalist for few months. 

Female vocalist!? Whow! It is very po¬ 
pular nowadays. 

You have a lot of Gipsies in Czech Rep. 
and we have some Gipsies in Poland 
too. They can do illegal things, commit 
minor and major crimes almost with 
impunity. They are aware of this and 
sometimes commit crimes in broad 


Tell us about Commies in Czech Rep. 
Are they still strong as they use to be? 

Here is a big Communistic party (with a lot of 
chairs in parliamentary) and some other reds 
fractions on a base of old Bolshevistic par¬ 
ty. And of course few "young’’ anarchistic 
organizations, antifa, ... 

The law in your country isn't good for 
nationalists. I heard that nothing is cle¬ 
ar? Even wear a patch with Odal Rune 
could be enough to bring you before 
court?! 

We are in "funny" situation. Our laws don't 
say what signs we can use and what not. 
We can wear the same T-shirt with Celtic 
cross as hundreds of "normal" people on 
the streets, but every policeman can grab 
us, because he thinks that it is an "extre¬ 
mist" sign.

It was a decision of politics. We have many 
Slovakian friends and politics can't stop our 
great friendship!

07/26 2003 a tremendous concert, during which 4 bands played, 
took part in Poland. They were: in my opinion the best Russian 
group - Kolovrat, then Brigade M from Holland who played in our 
country for the second time (their debut gig on Polish RAC scene 
was held a few months earlier in Gdansk). Besides them we 
saw two Polish groups, namely Odwet88 and Agresiva88. 
It was the first home gig for the mates from Agresiva88! 

I must praise the whole preparation of the gig. A bus took us from 
the station to the place where a concert was to be held. We didn't 
see any cops on our way. I think the organizers take the credit 
because both the date and the place of the event were kept 
secret until the very last moment and the place itself was remote 
from the city centre a few km. There was a lot of space available 
with two drinking-rooms and the scene where the bands played 
so one could sit inside or have a break outside, eat something 
from variety of dishes and have a long awaited cold beer (it was 
a hot day). 

Approximately at 20 PM. the organizers announced that the gig is 
just going to start. There were about 230 White Patriots inside, 
but thanks to air-conditioning and possibility of going outside it 
was quite ok. When Kolovrat started to play there couldn't have 
been a single person standing. If there was any he must have 
stood open-mouthed because of the astonishment brought by 
the tremendous performance by our Russian Brothers. Everyone 
must have been surprised by the level of professionalism in the 
way the mates from the East played. After they were done with 
their own songs they started to play Skrewdriver's covers and 
the famous song from the Romper Stomper movie and a huge 
pogo begun. Of course there had to be some casualties... Kolovrat 
really heated the atmosphere and after a 3 hour long 
performance probably everybody had a sore throat 
but a few beers were the remedy and one could sing 


About midnight the western group took to the scene - Brigade M. 
I think that everybody had a good time, but the fatigue was visible 
also. I especially remembered the Antifa hahaha song, when 
the exhausted crowd still managed to give all their best! Some 
people went outside to rest a bit and gather strength before 
the upcoming part of the concert. The main causes of such rest 
were long and tiring journey and heat that raged through 
the whole day, alcohol overdosage does not happen anymore on 
such great gigs! I had been travelling 14 hours to get to the gig but 
if someone is keen on sports or a bit resistant it shouldn't be 
a problem. Well, when we are thinking about revolution two 
sleepless days should be a piece of cake. 

After our Brothers from Holland finished their show it was time to 
listen to our Polish groups! Odwet88 played first. I must add that 
the vocalist said publicly that they had finished any cooperation 
with NSR!!! Odwet88 played really well, especially the Skinhead 
song. In my opinion most people didn't have the opportunity to 
listen to Odwe88 before, but I'm sure that after this gig a lot of 
them will rush to buy their MC. 

Being very thirsty I went to buy some beer when much to my 
surprise I heard a song of Poland's best group - Honor. After 
while the room was full again and all sung together with 
Agresiva88 who played as the last group. I was able to track 
down some mistakes they made but as for the first time to play 
live they did quite all right. Hail to them for taking the initiative! At 
the end they played Honor's cover again and the party ended at 
about 2 a.m. (or at night)! 

After the gig one was driven back where he wanted to, and we 
waited with Kolovrat and BrigadeM for the bus to take us to 
the hotel. The next day we met in the hotel restaurant recollecting 
the concert day and professional organization by Brothers from 
B&H! I'm sure this two days shall remain in our memory!

We made one song for the Tribute to Bunker 84 in 2000, and now our second album 
Jeunes et Europeens (Young and European) came out (twelve songs) one year 
ago. 

In fact, Herve, Scott and I lived in the same town. We were confronted by the same 
social and racial problems, and strong links appeared between us. Music was very 
important for us cause it represented our own culture, while at this moment there 
was a big shitty non-white rap movement. So we began to play music when we 
were about 17 - 18. Then we met the other members, comrades who know how to 
play, and Ultimatum was born. 


According to the notes on your CDs it seems like each material has been 
recorded by other people? Tell us who is now playing in Ultimatum? 


The band is composed of; 

- Herve for the rhythm guitar (and sometimes for the lead guitar, as on the songs 
Rejete and Thule) 

- Scott for the lead guitar, bass, keyboard and violin 
I Attila for the bass 

- "Waffen” Alex for the drums, but on Jeunes et Europbens most of the drum parts 
have been recorded by Alsvinn; and the songs Betail & Thule were recorded by 
Thierry, the first Fraction Hexagone drummer 

- Jeff for the vocals 

- And, on some songs, Pascal, and Michel for the backing vocals. 


Your musical skills are very good. Did you learn in some kind of musical 
schools? 


Thanks. 

We didn't officially learn in musical schools, but the two guitarists of the band and the 
drummers have taken some lessons. Now they have the level to try to enter in 
a famous musical school. 


There are a lot of elements taken from thrash metal in your music. Can 
you tell us something about your inspirations and your favourite bands? 


We were soon influenced by the French RAC bands as Legion 88 or Bunker 84 and 
the French Oil bands like Komintern Sect, Reich Orgasm,... But above all we were 
influenced by the great metal bands: Iron Maiden, Metallica, Slayer, Manowar. Later, 
we discovered the great American RAC scene with bands like BFG, Rahowa, 
BED,... We really enjoy them. 
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Today we can see a lot of different styles in world patriotic scene 
there are still more & more new bands, which are seeking for 
"new". Death & Black Metal can be described as "fashionable" now, 
are even some techno patriotic bands! What do you think about it? 


Now we can see on the WP scene some kind of unification betwee 
Skinheads and metal fans (especially black metal fans). I think that 
a very positive tendency, how does it look in your country? 

In France, I think there is a similar situation. These last five years, we saw a 
metal fans who have sympathy for our ideas; and of course we find it very 
Indeed, a lot of good black metal bands appeared in France. The only problem is thaf 
for a lot of people, black metal is only a way to look like a rebel... 

German bands like Landser or Kraftschlag in some compositions show 
their hatred to Poles. What is the relationship between French and German 
patriots? 


We don’t know personally any German Skinhead. We know German patriots but they 
think like us: nationalism is a way to divide us and racialism is the way to unify us. 
Our enemies govern the world, and during this time we want the war against 
brothers because a little part of History divide us, it’s stupid. 

"A little part of History divides Europeans, a great part unify them.” Drieu La Rochefe. 
It’s true and moreover the genetic unify us. 


We think that the problem is not the fact that patriotic music become fashionable 
the movement is sincere it’s a good thing for us that patriotic music reaches 
publics. 

What we fear, it’s that music becomes its own goal and not a way to reach people 
and show our vision of life. 



In Poland (but not only) we can often see serious misunderstandings 
between different labels and organizations. Does the same 
France, or you have rather monolithic movement? 


No, of course we don’t have a monolithic movement (it would 
are the same kind of problem here. The RIF movement 
to my mind I can’t be a real comrade of a Christian ™ 


What can you tell us about bands united under 


We like the music of few RIF bands, 
who lead this organization. 
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What is your opinion about reiigion? 

We are sure that the White Man won't be really free if he doesn't 
break the spirit link with the religion from the desert. Consequently 
we feel that our true religion is a kind of paganism like our ance¬ 
stors. Man must show respect to Mother Nature, and we don't 
have to show any regrets for anything. 


We can see the great affluence of immigrants to Europe, 
is there any cure for this situation? 


We don't know, the future seems so uncertain! Europe attracts 
immigrants because they want to earn more money and because 
of the numerous social advantages. To our mind, if we could rese¬ 
rve the social advantages for white people, the number of immi¬ 
grants would naturally decrease. Capitalists are responsible for 
immigration because they want non-expensive workers. 
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Here in Poland the nationalist movement is still under Police 
& Government attack. Does the situation in France look 
similar? 

Yes of course, we don't have the right to think differently from the 
official thought. The attacks against nationalists are considered as 
normal here. Racism is considered worse than any other problem 
in society. 

Your country is a member of European Union. Polish 
patriots are "eurosceptics". What do you think about UE? 

The union is only a gain for capitalists, it's so far from a great 
project of general alliance between all the European people... 

Do you have any side-projects (like the guys from BFG) 
besides Ultimatum? 

No, only our drummers have black metal bands (Faustrecht and 
Crystallium). 



You chose a drawing of a Russian artist on the cover Jeunes 
Et Europeens CD. Tell us whose idea it was and why did 
you choose it? 

We discovered Vassiliev during a journey in Lithuania. Amazing! 
His drawing are magnificent, they reflected a lot of what we love 
in European culture. 

Last composition on your first CD is Legion 88's Thule. 
Why did you record it, and why did you choose such band? 

Legion 88, even if the guys were far from perfect, are a mythical 
band in the French RAC. Their songs are well known by everybo¬ 
dy here. The song Thule is particularly good, for its lyrics are 
beautiful and with a good melody. 

This CD is dedicated to someone, who is called Elda. 

Who is it? 

It's someone very close to us. We don’t want to say more about it. 

There is a very significant difference between your first 
and second CD. You changed/developed your style very 
much! So what can we expect from your next release? 


We don't really know, maybe a kind of mix of the style of our two 
releases! 


Your first CD has been released by Heretik Rec. and the 
second one by Musique Et Tradition. Why did you change 
the label? 


We change the label because we are closer of Musique Et Tradi¬ 
tion and we wanted to have more control from the studio session 
to the realization of the CD itself. 

Do you know any Polish patriotic bands? So what do you 
think about them? 



Are there any French bands, which you can recommend 
to the Polish fans? 

Yes, the two mentioned above and Himmimborg (pagan black me¬ 
tal) and Chevrotine (RAC metal). 

Hearing the composition called Fingolfin I found, that you 
|L are interested in J.R.R. Tolkien's books. Am I right? 

Yes, Tolkien is a master! Notice that in his bo¬ 
oks, the good humans are white (Nordic and 
Numenoreean) and the evil ones are non whi¬ 
te men! 


In fact, we apologize for our short musical culture, we just know 
the famous Konkwista and we appreciate them. 

If there were such possibility, would you be able to play 
live in Poland? 

Yes, why not when the band was operational. Now it seems 
difficult... 

This is all from us now, would you like to add something? 

Big hail to you Polish brothers. I read a time ago in a newspaper the 
report of a British journalist in Poland: he said that Poland was hell 
because... people were too white! (fuck the occidental ''intellectu¬ 
al" journalist! One day soon you will have the same in your coun¬ 
try) So please stay a white nation above all (don't become like 
France)! You will be one of the last of "the old Europe".

February 3rd, 2004. 

At 24 January 2004, KOLOVRAT played successful gig in Czech Republic. Gig 
attended 350 visitors - Czechs, Slovaks, Poles and Germans. Everything went fine, 
KOLOVRAT played long set, and other two bands took part. 

Needed to say, that gig attended also different mass media. There were several reports 
in TV news and also articles in newspapers, of course with negative only. 

In two days after the gig, all KOLOVRAT members (except Denis) successfully left 
Prague and turned back to Moscow without any problems. Denis decided to stay some 
more days in Prague with his Czech friends. His airplane ticket was booked at Friday, 
30 January. At least, at Saturday 29 January, everything was OK, we got SMS from 
Denis that he is fine, they are in bar with friends etc. 

At Friday, our friend drove with his car to Moscow airport to meet Denis there. All flights 
from Czech Republic arrived, but Denis wasn't in any of them. We began to worry. 
Especially because of all Denis' cell phones were switched off, so we understood that 
we needed to exclude situation, that he simply was late to airplane. 

In night from Friday 30 January to Saturday 31 January, Denis's mother got a phone 
call from Russian embassy in Czech Republic, that Denis was arrested in airport, 
because "during searching of his bag there were found several nationalist t-shirts that 
are forbidden according to Czech laws”. Also he said, that "he visited Denis in police 
station (Denis gave him phone number of his mother)". According to his words, "Denis 
is now arrested, he is in Prague’s jail and there he will wait for trial for 2 months at 
least". Alter that, any contact with Russian embassy was lost. We tried to phone there 
hundred times, but during weekend nobody answered. 

Same time, several our Czech and Polish friends tried to get any news about Denis. 
Always news was different. Some Czechs were told in police, that yes, such situation 
had place, but now Denis is deported to Moscow, and his baggage is confiscated. This 
gave us great hope and Denis’ wife immediately drove to Moscow airport to meet 
there first flight from Prague. Denis did not arrive. We checked all air companies and 
have found there was no any passenger with such name. So, Denis is in Prague still. 
At the moment, Denis’ (KOLOVRAT) arrest is top news in Czech Republics. 


Now it’s clearly known, that Denis was arrested as a leader of Russian WP musical 
band KOLOVRAT, he was followed by police special department's agents during all 
his time In Czech Republic; his arrest was planned and well prepared. Denis is 
investigated for Support of the movement claiming for a suppressing of the human 
rights and liberties. If court finds him guilty, it threatens him from 3 to 8 years in 
prison. 

It is not possible to tell the exact date of the trial, investigation is on beginning. Looks 
like it will be not earlier than in Summer (June, July). Denis is in Pankrac prison of 
Prague. We don't have illusions about activity of Russian embassy in Prague, 
although a man from embassy has told to Denis' mother, that there is also possibility 
that Denis simply will get free after trial. 

Please keep in mind, at the moment we have 2 different goals for help: 

From one side - that’s Denis who needs financial help to pay for the good lawyer, 
who specifies on NS "problematic". 

From other side - that's Denis' family: his mother and his old grandmother, his young 
wife and his 2-years-old daughter. Denis was the only one who brought money to the 
family. We'll do our best to help them, but we’ll be thankful to anyone who will help 
also! All you know, what is it to have a child. 

Rented by Czech comrades lawyer became an official defender of Denis during the 
trial. The first lawyer, that was given for free from the State, showed himself as a real 
scum. He was "angry", because we decided to invite another specialist, so he "lost" 
possible money. That's why he boycotted visits with new lawyer to Denis to jail to get 
attorney there. So, it was needed to send all papers to Denis via post and then wait 
them back with Denis' signature. But endless, everything is in order. 

The account opened by our Czech comrades is regularly credited from all part of 
White World. Czechs helped Denis in prison, sending him money and some needed 
things. 

information about trial booked for 29 March is still not confirmed. 

Our friends from Dutch formation Brigade M together with Greek comrades have 
started a campaign of selling pins with "Freedom for Kolovrat" slogan. All profits will 
be forwarded to Denis' and his family. 

During nearest time, there will be also money raising on some WP shows all across 
the Globe. 

Czech comrades have found a good lawyer for Denis. They also have opened a 
bank account to collect funds for helping Denis. Here's details:

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Iron Youth has already gained excellent reputation at WP scene and their second CD is 
also rated very high by many. Musicians of the group do not concentrate only on music, they 
are also active in politics... 


Give us the whole story of Iron Youth, how was the idea 
created? 


Yes, we were a little bit surprised by the "success” of our debut 
CD (danke, Deutsche Cameraden!) and the very positive re¬ 
sponse to it by the worldwide WP music scene. We do not know 
how many copies have sold so far - Hate Rec. was not the most 
trustworthy label in the scene - but the number must be over 
4,000. Unfortunately, now that Hate Rec. exists no more that CD 
has become a rarity and a "collector's item", unless another 
company shows some interest in re-releasing it... 


The band was formed in the fall of 1996 by a bunch of old 
friends. We wanted to start something new here, because the 
local WP/NS music scene simply did not exist at all. We also 
believed, and still believe, that music is a very important tool to 
propagandise our NS ideals. After a two song promo tape (Spring 
1997) we signed to the new German label Hate Rec. and our 
debut CD Durch das Volk-Mit dem Volk-Fur das Volk was out in 
the spring of 1998. We also had had two songs in the White 
Death comp. CD (Nordland Rec., 1 r 9§8). Due to the unreliability of 
Mirko H. (owner of Hate Rec.) we signed to the revived Resi¬ 
stance Rec. for our next CD, which was called Respect/De¬ 
fend/Create and was released in the spring of 2001. Iron Youth 
plays hard, aggressive, yet technical Metal core, with serious, 
realistic, anti-provocative lyrics. 

We are mostly a studio project and not a "live band". 


I remember you gave back then a very big interview to 
Golden Dawn newspaper, and I know some commie gro¬ 
ups started whine here and there about Iron Youth, have 
you faced any problems with the law? A big leftist mag 
has blamed Iron Youth because you have given a small 
change to the Hellenic flag, did you face any problem 
with law after this? 


Who gives a fuck? Let those commie faggots boil in their own 
juices. We did not face any law problems because we did not 
break any Hellenic laws. This doesn't mean that we are the most 
acceptable guys in our country; on the contrary, media and "anti- 
fascists" would very much like to see us silenced, 
but I think they will never have their desire satisfied. On the 
contrary, it is us that are going to have the final laugh! As for the 
"controversial" song about the flag, we all say: Fuck chauvi¬ 
nism, too! That "altered" Hellenic flag can be seen at 
our web site and it was the idea of the webmaster; 
we do not have any problem with that "alteration". 
The "Hellenic" state (i.e. the local ZOG lackeys) do¬ 
esn't care for the Hellenic flag at all; their beloved 
^ "anarchist" scum burn the Hellenic flag in front of mas¬ 

sive police forces at the centre of Athens and with 

f huge media coverage, and nothing happens. Only when 
Nationalist fighters march to attack those filthy "anar¬ 
chists" the police intervene in force (against the Natio¬ 
nalists, of course) and the media scream from the top 
of their lungs against the "Neo-Nazi danger" and the 
"evils" of Nationalism. And the gullible people, sitting 
pathetically in front of their TV screens, devour any¬ 
thing they are being served... Long live the "democra¬ 
cy"! Anyway, the true colours of our flag are: Black, 
White and Red. 


Your first release was a promo tape and after this you 
signed to German label Hate Rec. As I know the reaction 
to this CD was huge and very positive, were you surpri¬ 
sed? 

How many copies of Durch das volk -mit dem -fur das 
volk have really sold? 
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How came your deal with Resistance Rec.? Give us 
a description of your second attack Respect, Defend, Cre¬ 
ate (musical and lyrical). 

Well, Erich Gliebe (the manager of Resistance Rec.) offered to 
us a good contract and we simply accepted and signed that. 
R/D/C is first class metal core, musically, and 100% NS, lyrically. 
I think it is a very good CD. 

Poland has many NS/Heaten bands, how do you see the 
Polish scene? What bands do you like the most from 
Poland? 

Yes, we know that you have a very active NS Pagan Metal 
scene there. My favourite bands are Graveland, Infernal War, 
Thunderbolt, Juvenes, and some others. I am sure that there 
must be many more, but I have not heard their works, so far. 

I remember you always promote "straight edge" way of 
life, do you think that youth today need a real alternative 
to the Americanised way of life? What do you propose? 

It is true that some members of the band are into SXE way of life, 
but none of us is a vegetarian. We had a SXE song Just say.. .For¬ 
bidden in our debut CD. I think that we have to promote (without 
preaching) and live a clean and healthy Aryan way of life; how 
could somebody poison hinv/herself with alcohol, tobacco and 
drugs and call him-/herself an Aryan? Those harmful habits 
(excessive alcohol drinking, smoking, drugs) send your 
health to hell and your money to the Jewish-controlled 
big international companies. Better read a good book, 
exercise hard your body, date with someone of the 
opposite sex and get actively involved into the strug¬ 
gle. Would you ever trust an alcoholic? 

Hellas has a very good NS political movement 
called Golden Dawn (not to be confused with 
A.Crowley shit); you are a member since 1986, 
how do you see the political activism in all tho¬ 
se years? Does political activism play an im¬ 
portant role to the life of a real NS fighter? 

Golden Dawn (nothing to do with the anti-Nazi, pseu¬ 
do-occultist pervert A. Crowley) was born in 1980; 
nothing but a handful of very young idealists back | 
then. All were -and still are- against us. But the sheer 
Power of the Will, uncompromising Ideological lines f 
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and the relentless Political Activism, all established the Organi¬ 
zation that we know today. G.D. has offices (not just shitty 
P.O.Boxes) at many Hellenic cities, and many times those offices 
have been fire-bombed by the "anti-fascists" (secret police pup¬ 
pets) and good comrades were -and still are- persecuted by the 
System with forged accusations; media have accused us for 
everything but the burning of Rome, etc. But G.D. is not a soft 
target and kept its ground all those years, fighting bitterly foes 
and "friends" alike. 

Today, we have a weekly (!) political newspaper, a quarterly 
ideological magazine (105 issues, so far) and a bi-monthly Youth 
Front magazine. We have our own publishing house and book 
shops in Athens. We organize open activities and propaganda 
campaigns on a regular basis, with the annual "Imia March" at¬ 
tracting about 1500 attenders/marchers. Political Activism plays 
the only important role to the life of a true Nationalist. Adolf der 
Grosse was a political leader and his party was a political party; 
"forget" that, and you are nothing but a dead-weight hobbyist to 
the Movement. 

I know that you are in Metal and WP scene for years, how 
do you see the "modern" scene and the uprising of many 
black metal bands that decide to leave behind the ste¬ 
reotypical "satanic-misanthropic" attitude and turn into 
the Aryan ideals? 

Well, this is a good one. Time and actions will tell who are the 
true, because -according to my personal opinion- there are many

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Recently Poland became a good place for English bands. Some time ago White Law and now Razors Edge! When 
I heard info about another English gig in Poland, I was really happy with that. Razors Edge is one of the best English band: 
Not only for me, but also for a lot of Polish Skinheads. 

The only problem was the place of the gig (really far from home...). The place of the gig was kept secret till the very last 
minute, and it's very good idea! Police forces were caught totally unprepared for that! When we finally went there, we saw 
very few policemen, and it occurred, that in the same place there is also a voting place for the EU Voting and local police 
station, hheheheheehe. It was probably the first time, when something like that happened! The gig took place in a fine 
underground pub, but when we entered it the hot air smashed us like a hammer... no air-conditioning there. And it was 
the only problem during that event. There were some comrades from Russia and Ukraine and even from Serbia! 

The only thing that surprised me was the absence of Germans... 

But getting to the point. Shortly after we came, the first band started playing. It was local band Potop. I saw them 
live for the first time, but I had an opportunity to hear their demo-tape before. Potop is playing 
good old RAC/Oi music. Very good for the beginning of the gig - they moved the public, 
which started to rage under the scene. I was only looking at that, and I was wet from 
the sweat, so what about these guys under the scene. We all were feeling like in # 

the Finnish Bath! ^ 

Well, but Potop was only the beginning. Then came Salut. It looks like it's best Polish band 
which is currently playing. I saw them twice before, and now they only made me stronger 
in my thoughts. As far as I know they are preparing a new CD now, so I'm impatiently waiting for 
that! They were rocking for about one hour, playing most of their best-known songs from the first 
album, as well as some covers of immortal Skrewdriver. And finally the vocalist of Blackshirts joined them 
and they started another hour of fun. I really can't imagine how they managed to survive that! They were playing 
a dozen White Power standards, including also some Blackshirts songs. 

After that we saw the first foreign band of the evening. Slovak band Ancestors hit the stage. It was the second time * 
they were playing in Poland, so a lot of people were familiar with their music. Ancestors play melodic RAC music, typical 
for Slovak and Czech bands. That kind of music is the best for gigs, and the audience appreciated that. I think that we will see 
them play in Poland some more times! 

The evening was shortly coming to the final moment. I've been talking with some friends during the gig, and I found that only 
two members of Razors Edge came to Poland. So we saw damn English/Polish Terrormachine! Both guitarists were from 
very famous Polish bands. After the minute of silence for ISD they started playing. Razors Edge did a really good job! From 
the very first minutes of their show the public went totally mad!

Therefore I do not dare to talk about 
them. Just to eschew situation that some¬ 
body does not comprehend my utterances. 
Some aspects of the ideology dissemina¬ 
ted by the Zakon Zadrugi do not fit to my 
own ideas.
